UW Student in East Berlin Jail 
'You Could Hear Prisoners Yell'

MADISON

stark, stone prison cell behind 
the Iron Curtain the light bulb 
was the enemy. 


"They try to keep you 


tense," remembers John Van 
Altena. "At night the light is 
turned on every 10 minutes. 
Even after you learn to sleep 
with it, it bothers you." 


Van Altena, the sophomore 


who came in from the cold, 
spent 17 months in prison in 
East Germany for trying to 
smuggle a mother and child 
through the Berlin Wall. His 
memories are grim. He chain 
smokes as he talks. 


"It would have been very 


easy to let myself go," he 
said, in an interview.

They — to say nothing of Mos- 
cow's arms customers — proba- 
bly worry about the caliber of 
Soviet defense equipment 


The impression remains that 


within the Russian party there 
are hawks, including military 
men. clamoring for a larger 
Soviet role in Viet Nam. 


A larger role in North Viet 


Nam — as distinct from the 
South _ would risk Soviet casu- 
alties.

The Russians probably are 


not unhappy that Red China is 
preoccupied with Viet Nam and

They 
probably are not unhappy, ei- 
ther, at the enormous cost of 
Viet Nam to the United States. 


Still, in essence, the Red 


Chinese probably have justifica- 
tion for speculating that Mos- 
cow, 
as matters now stand, 


The Rus- 
sians plump for security and 
stability in Europe.

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Vacations and Compensation 


Among the proposals which have 


appeared to win favor among the members 
of 
a state government civil service 


advisory committee set up to counsel the 
state legislature is a plan for some form of 
longevity recognition. That civil servant 
who stays on his job for a considerable 
period, or is willing to make a career of it, 
should be given extra compensation in 
some form, the committee has concluded 
in an informal vote. 


There will be general support for the 


idea, we have no doubt. Well managed 
private businesses generally follow such 
practices now. In a period of difficult 
recruiting for many of the specialized jobs 
in the public service, longevity reward 
may provide an incentive for recruiting, on 


, the one hand, or retention of valued public 


service program officers and employees, 
on the other. 


Yet some of the discussions about 


alternative methods that have come from 
the advisory committee may bring doubt- 
ful or negative responses. There is the 
proposal, for example, that employees of 
long service — a 20 year criterion has 
been mentioned — be given longer 
vacation privileges of up to five weeks, and 
that the fourth and fifth week vacation 
privileges be given in cash payments, at the 
option of the beneficiary. 


Because the state civil service policy 


rules tend to be reflected in other 


governmental jurisdictions, these discus- 
sions have more importance than to the 
immediate operation of our state bureaus. 


We seriously doubt that vacation 


privileges of more than four weeks will be 
generally supported by the private citizens 
and voters of Wisconsin to whom the state 
rule-makers are responsible. We are 
inclined to doubt, moreover, that the 
typical public employee will desire more 
than four weeks, as against alternatives 
such as pay eligibility for long service. 


There is also the consideration that the 


"vacation," as it has been construed in well- 
operated services and private businesses, is 
not as much a matter of compensation, as 
a matter of preserving the health and 
energy and enthusiasm and loyalty of the 
employee. To suggest that a vacation can 
be collected in the form of additional 
compensation is to destroy or at least to 
weaken the entire concept of the paid 
holiday as a vehicle for the refreshment of 
the individual to make him a more 
effective producer when he returns to his 
job. Moreover, if such a rule is permitted 
for long term employees, the legislature 
almost surely will be asked to install cash 
payment privileges for other civil servants, 
most of whom are now given paid holidays 
of three weeks, and some of whom, at 
least, 
may 
occasionally 
prefer 
other 


rewards instead. The advisory committee 
ought to proceed slowly here. It is 
approaching troublesome ground. 


Confus/on Normal in Laos 


The Geneva Accords of 1962 (not to be 


confused with the ones of 1954 
which 


divided North and South Viet Nam) 
supposedly made of neighboring Laos a 
neutral country. The Communist Pathet 
Lao, the neutralists and the conservatives 
were all to be represented in a coalition 
government and all foreign troops were to 
leave. 


Ever since, there has been what is 


generally accepted as the normal sort of 
confusion 
in Laos. The head of the 


Pathet Lao. Prince Souphanouvong, early 
decided not to let the Communists take 
part in government affairs and instead 
conducts a small scale war in the North. 
The prince's half brother, Premier Souvan- 
na Phouma, was sort of a neutralist but he 
became more and more disillusioned with 
the Communists. There was a lot of 
backing and filling among the top military 
command with a paratrooper, generally 
regarded as sort of a left wing neutralist, 
General Kong Le, taking over after some 
fighting a couple of years ago. 


Then last month, the head of the Air 


Force dropped a few bombs on the Army 
and scooted off to find sanctuary in 
Thailand. Some Laotian troops raided a 


South Vietnamese village, protesting some- 
thing or other. Now Kong Le has resigned 
and gone to Indonesia "for a rest." 


The premier has invited the Pathet Lao 


to take part in forthcoming elections and 
the 
Communist 
head 
says such 
an 


invitation is a ruse to get American troops 
back into the country to attack North 
Vietnamese supply routes through Laos to 
South Viet Nam. 


At the time of the Accords of 1962 we 


were critical of the American acquiescence 
to what appeared to be the further 
dissolution of a nation with very little 
control of anything. If it were not for the 
war in Viet Nam, it is possible that the 
Pathet Lao would be getting a lot of help 
from Ho Chi Minn and taking over the 
confused country of Laos. 


But now we are not so sure. It may be 


that such extremes of what to us is 
ridiculous chaos is the way some newly 
independent countries must find their way 
to political and economic health. Laos 
might have been taken over by the 
Communists or it might have sought and 
found an alternative as did Indonesia, 
Malaysia and Singapore. And even right 
now it seems to be working in that 
direction.

Strictly Personal 
Negro Problem Needs 
Massive U.S. Effort 


BY SYDNEY J. HARRIS 


In the curious logic of the 


emotions, two opposite sides 
can both be right at the same 
time. Today, in the ominous 
confrontation between blacks 
and whites in America, we 
have exactly that situation. 


Harris 


The blacks are correct in 


saying that we have not 
moved fast enough — not by 
100 years — in giving Negroes 
equal opportunity and equal 
rights. The whites are correct 
in saying that we are moving 
too fast. But how can both 
sides be right? 


Because they use the same 


words, but mean 
different 


things by them. The blacks 
are 
legally 
right, socially 


right, 
morally right. 
The 


whites are emotionally right. 


We are moving too fast not 


because the Negro is demand- 
ing what he should not, but 
because we whites have not 
been prepared for it. We have 
not been prepared for it by 
our 
govrnments, 
by 
our 


schools, by our churches, by 
all our media of information 
and persuasion. 


After a century of indiffer- 


ence, not to say torpor, we' 
whites are now being asked to 
do almost overnight what we 
should have been doing, steadi- 
ly and gradually, since the end 
of the Civil War. We are in the 
position of a man who should 
have paid $100 a year for 100 
years — and now we are being 
dunned for the whole $10,000 at 
once. 


There is no question that we 


owe the debt, and the Negro 


community has a perfect right 
to present the bill to us, in 
toto. But it is a staggering 
sum, after so many decades of 
delinquency, 
and 
we 
feel 


somehow that we should be 
allowed to pay it off only a 
few dollars at a time. 


I think the debt we owe the 


Negro should be paid, prompt- 
ly and fully. But it should be 
paid by the government, on 
behalf of all white people who 
lived since the Civil War. It 
should be paid by taking 
much, if not most, of the $20 
billion we are going to spend 
to put a man on the moon, and 
using it to give the Negro a 
chance to rise or sink with the 
rest of us. 


With this sum, every slum 


neighborhood in every large 
American city could be de- 
molished. New schools, new 
libraries, new recreation facil- 
ities, could be built. New job 
training opportunities could be 
offered. If we just matched 
the billions we have spent on 
foreign aid for domestic aid to 
the submerged one-fifth of our 
own population, we would be 
well 
on 
our 
way toward 


solving the racial conflict. 


Integrated housing, morally 


right, will not do it. Mixed 
schooling, socially right, will 
not do it. Access to the polls, 
leagally right, will not do it. 
What 
we call the "race 


problem" 
is primarily 
an 


economic problem — and it is 
pointless 
and dangerous to 


rush ahead on the civil rights 


, front, while we fail to prepare 


our Negro citizens for the 
kinds of jobs that will make 
them stand up straight and 
live right.

If this irritates 
the skin, your doctor can give 
you a more dilute preparation.

them. How long do they last? —

Hot flashes are the common- 


est of all symptoms of meno- 
pause, or change of life, with 
the exception of cessation of the 
menstrual cycle itself. 


In menopause your ovaries 


are ceasing the production of 
female 
hormones, and

abrupt change in the chemical 
balance of your body can affect 
the nervous system. Therefore 
the automatic controls of blood 
circulation close to the surface 
can be briefly disrupted, cause 
a hot flash and sometimes its 
opposite, a chill. 


The more abrupt the cessation

Usnal Way 


Generally speaking, a compa- 


ny that wishes to build in an 
area raises money and goes 
about building.

Why? "Because a lot of people 
want to buy municipal bonds.

This makes it possible for 


towns to build economically mu- 
nicipal, nonprofit facilities such 
as schools, sewers, water sys- 
tems. By having their bonds 
tax-exempt, towns can more 
easily market them.

Urbanization has hit Cali- 


fornia to the extent that they 
are now losing 375 acres of 
open land every day. 


This may not seem signifi- 


cant, 
but 
as urbanization 


swallows farm land and pro- 
ductive agricultural land be- 
comes more scarce, the taxes 
on some of this land increases 
to the extent that it is no 
longer economically sound to 
retain it as farm land. 


Taxes on farmland in the 


San Mateo Valley have risen to 
as high as $60 per acre. This 
same land rents for $120 per 
acre. To retain farm land and 
prevent exorbitant taxation of 
existing farmland, land own- 


ers sign an agreement to 
operate the land for 10 years.

at $35 per ton, and according 
to the county agent, only five 


mechanical pickers are oper- 
ating in that county. 


Only One Machine 


However, last year only one 


machine was operating. Labor 
costs are driving the grower 
to mechanization in that arpa 
just as it is in other places. 


This area also 
produces 


sweet corn at six tons per 
acre or better but, according 
to a local operator, the first 
10 rows are picked by city 
dwellers who neither ask to 
pick nor say thank you later. 


Grapes are a big crop in 


this area. We visited the 
Ernest Wente winery where 
they raise 600 acres of grapes 
and have large stainless steel 
tanks that each hold 29,000 
gallons of win. 


The grapes are' picked by 


hand, hauled to a large piston- 
type crusher where the juice 
is separated from the skin 
and pulp and stored for seven 
to 10 days in large, water- 
cooled, stainless steel tanks. 
Sulphur dioxide is used at 
about 300 parts per million to 
control yeasts and bacteria. 


Wente has 10 varieties of 


grapes and his yields range 
from one to four tons per 
acre. His black grapes go 
about 1.6 tons and are worth 
about $107 per ton. His white 
grapes go about 1.85 tons per 
acre and are worth about $164 
per ton. 


His top variety is a poorer 


yielder at one ton per acre 
but brings $325 per ton. These

Oriented; Shift Emphasis to Basics 
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Prepare Students for College, 
Says UW Dean of Agriculture 


WASHINGTON — The per- 


centage of students vocational 
agricultural training programs 
and colleges of agriculture are 
guiding into farming operations 
does not justify the extreme 
farm orientation of curriculums, 
a University of Wisconsin dean 
said recently 
at a meeting 


here. 


Glenn S. Pound, deam of the 


University of Wisconsin College 
of Agriculture, pointed out that 
by the late years of this 
century, probably less than 1 
per 
cent 
of the country's 


population will be engaged in on- 
farm activities. He was speak- 
ing to a group of educators 
attending the conference on 
Undergraduate Education in Bi- 
ological Sciences. 


He explained that less than 60 


per cent of the students enrolled 
in high school vocational agri- 
cultural courses go directly to 
fanning.
